The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art discloses the use of the recited 'auxiliary components' in alumina ceramics. 
See e.g., 6,610,623. However, the prior fails to suggest that the claimed combinations will result 
in increased density at lower sintering temperatures. In contrast, table 1, page 1 1 of the 
specification shows that the claimed combinations result in unexpectedly improved density at 
950°C compared to using the auxiliary components alone or in a non-claimed combination.
